Une In Serbia. 



ZAITGAR GARRISON IN PERIL 



Aiistro-Gemian Forces Gain Complete 
Possession of Strongly Fortified 
Heights South of Belgrade — Italy- to 
Co-operate With the Allies In Deal- 
ing Wtih the Balkans— May Sand 
Soldlern to France. 

London, Oct. 18.— The Germans and 
Austrians have gaine^^ complete pos- 
sessltm of tbe strongly fortified 
heighta south of Belgrade and have 
occupied Aval.'a town on the Orient 
railway, eight miles sonth of the Aus- 
trian frontier. Southwest of Semen- 
drla tbe troops under General Von 
Gallwitz have 'thrown the Serbians 
across the Ralja river, thus breaking 
through one of their strongest Unea 
of def^ise in this region. 

It has remained, however, for the 
I'ulgarian forces to effect the most 
.".trato.ijically important advance of the 
last twenty-four hoiir.s. They have 
forced a passase of the frontier moun- 
tains between Zaitcar and Kniazevac 
at a iioint about thirty miles north- 
east of .Vish. have descended into the 
Tiinok valley and cut the .\ish-Dao- 
ubo railway and have ascended the 
sides of GloKovica mountain, six miles 
farther west. <aptuiing the crest. 

The i>osition on Glogovica mountain 
If of peculiar importance because It 
commands the railway which rnns 
fioni Zaitcar almost due east to the 
Orient railway at Paracin. From the 
crest of the mountain to the railway 
is about eight miles. The line of 
communication from Xlsh directly to 
Zaitcar having been cut in the Timok 
valley, there remains only the Zaitcar- 
Taranac railway over wbicii the very 
considerable Serbian garrison at Zait- 
car can escape. 

A Rome dispatch says that the Ital- 
ian foreign ofHce has authorized a 
ctatement to the effect that Italy will 
co-operate with the allies in dealing 
with the Balkan situation. The exact 
date of Active Italian support, as well 
as the direction which such support 
win take, -ere withheld for the jires- 
cnt for military reasons. It is posi- 
t.vely stated, hqwever, that Italian 
troopacWlU not be sent to Serbia or 
Montenegro, but elsewhere. Their 
desnnatlon may therefore be the Dar- 
danelles or the western front in 
France. 

A dispatch from Athens says tJat 
the Greek army may be demobilized 
because of lack of fubds. The en- 
tente powers have refused to lend 
Greece any money unless the treaty 
with Serbia is upheld and the Greek 
tioops aid the Serbians. The expense 
of mobilization has badly crippled the 
resources of tbe country. 

The proclamation declaring that a 
state of war between Prance and Bul- 
garia began at 6 o'clock Saturday 
morning was approved at a meeting of 
the council of ministers. It is reported 
from Paris that the French govern- 
ment is tinaniniously in favor of an 
effective campaign in the Balkans.

Rare Old Onus.

What has been said In the last para- 
graph as to warehousing and redrying 
fees will apply to this item of so-called 
As a matter of fact this 
Company, Instead of paying insurance 
companies to insure the growers' to- 
bacco in pool, themselves issued incon- 
tostible warehouse receipts, by which 
they guaranteed to redeliver to the 
pooler or to his assignee the exact 
quantity and grade of tobacco ware- 
housed, regardless of loss by fire. The 
Company charged the grower a certain 
per cent for guaranteeing to the grow 
er the 'return of his tobacco, which 
was equivalent to insurance.

The undersigned. E. K. Renaker, 

Glave Ooddard and Charles I,. Land, 
requested by said resolution to act as 
a Proxy Committee for stockholders, 
consented to so act. and caused a -let- 
ter to be issued from the office of the 
Company to each of the stockholders 
apprising them in a general wi^y of the 
charges made against the officers of 
their Company, and that an oppor- 
tunity would be afforded at the annual 
stockholders' meeting to present these 
or any other charges. 

This Committee, after meeting and 
considering the situation, decided to 
make an investigation of the charges 
made in the above suit prior to the 
stockholders' meeting; ami to lay be- 
fore the stockholders the results of 
their investigation. 

The officials of the Burley Toliacco 
Company have given this Committee 
and C. W. Banta,«f IjOutovOIe, Ky., the 
expert accountant, employed by them, 
unrestricted access to all of* the books 
and records of the Company. The 
Committee had before them a sum- 
mary of the charges made In the 'Val- 
landingham suit, and have undertaken 
to investigate these charges. The re- 
sult of their Investigation to set out In 
the following report, the particular 
charge being first stated and then the 
findings of the Qommlttee given there- 
on: ' /

The plaintiffs charge that the Burley 
Tobacco Com^iany in handling, ware- 
housing and redrying tot>acco belonging 
to the 19M pod, charged the growers ex- 
cessive fees and that the proflt of 4320,- 
000 was by reason of- the excessive and 
unfair charges. 

Upon this we find that prior to the 
organization of this Company and prior 
to the organization of the Burley To- 
bacco Society tobacco growers were 
compelled, under existing conditions, 
to ship their tobacco to warehouses in 
Louisville. Cincinnati and ^er large 
central points far remote in most in- 
stances from the homes of the grow- 
ers. The tobacco was thuis shipped In 
hogsheads, the grower was required 
to pay the freight, drayage. warehouse 
fees, insurance, inspection and a great 
many other fees 'and costs. Upon the 
organization of this Company it was 
determined that the growers who pool- 
ed with this Company should be 
charged a less fee for warehousing 
than they bad been charged under the 
old system, and that this fee when 
thus collected was to belong to the 
growers themselves, that is, to their 
company, and was to be applied in the 
affairs of their company. All sums 
thus collected by this company from 
this source was for the benefit of the 
growers who were poolers. It was, In 
effect, as If the money was taken from 
one pocket and put into the other, be- 
cause if this sum had not been col- 
lected in this way, the expenses of our 
organization would have had to have

It is charged that practically all the 
warehouses have been vacant and have 
produced no revenue since 19U; that they 
could have been operated to produce an 
Income, but the officers of the Company 
fraudulently managed them so as to 
produce n.> ir.come; have neglected them 
and that they are rapidly depreciating In 
value. 

"We find from investigating the rer 
ords of the Company that In the man 
agement of the loose-leaf warehouses 
the Company has made a .prott equal 
to eleven per cent on the amount In 
vested; that on the management of all 
its warehouse property. Including loose 
leaf warehouses. It has made a proflt 
of eight per cent on the amount In 
vested. We find nothing to support 
the charge that the husiiieas or sp- 
orty -ot the Cbmpany has ' been neg- 
lected or improperly handled. 

■When tbe Burley Tobacco Company 
was organised the loose-leaf market 
business bad not been established. It 
has come into existence since that 
time. The Burley Tobacco Company 
in order fb 'accommodate the pooled 
tobacco of 1909 found it necessary t 
purchase or erect warehouses at vari 
ous places In order to furnish conve- 
nient delivery points for the growers 
Since the development of the loose 
leaf market some of these properties 
are not necessary in carrying on the 
business of the Company, and we 
recomnaend to the storkholders the 
passage of a resolution recommending 
to the Board of Directors that they dis- 
pose of such properties as the Com- 
pany now has, at the best obtainable 
price, which it no longer needs, and 11 
the property can not be sold ad van- 
tageoosly, then to remove the improve- 
ments to some point mhere the Com 
pany can use them to advantage and 
sell the real estate.

this contract was made. It was discov- 
ered that the property was under lease 
and It waa necessary to pay an addition- 
al ^^Me to get possession of the prop- 
erty JteM the tenant: that all this was 
done trandulently and eormpUy. 

It is charged, that the Company pur- 
chased tbe Orchard Park property for 
fXO.OOe, and that no part of this property 
s necessary for the Company's use 
and that the olUcers of the Comi'.Tnv 
have negligently failed to handle ttie 
property since Its purchase So as to de- 
rive any benefit therefrom. 

It Is furtlier charged that the ware- 
house tui'.It l>y the Company In Lexing- 
nn cost fTn.OOO and the equipment llf>.- 
000; that these prices were grossly ex- 
cessive and constituted a wasteful ex- 
penditure of the Company's money. 

Concerning the purchase of the High 
Oaks property, we find upon investi- 
gation that this property was bought 
after full and careful consideration by 
the Executive Committee. The pur 
chase price agreed upon with the own- 
ers of the property was (35,000. The 
title to the property was examined and 
by reason of the fact that one of tbe 
interests was owned by a minor it 
was necessary to institute a suit to sell 
said property, and it was bought under 
a decree of -court. At the time a con- 
tract was made with the owners of the 
property for its purchase the Execu 
five' Conunittee had full knowledge of 
the fact that the property was then 
under lease to Dr. George P. Sprague 
for a period of live years. An addi 
tlonal amount was paid to the tenant 
to secure a cancellation of his lease. 

At the time the negotiations for the 
purchase of this property were under 
way it was all Important that the Bur 
ley Tobacco Company have a suitable 
site for its proposed warehouse, and as 
it was then late fn the year and mudi 
work would have to be done toward 
tbe construction of tbe warehouse, and 
it was doubtful whether the purchase 
of tbe High Oaks property could be 
consummated, the Ebcecutlve Commit- 
tee decided to purchase the Orchard 
Park property from J. D. Creigbton for 
$20,000. At that time the Ehcecutive 
Committee contemplated the establish- 
ment of a factory in Ijexington and 
tbe Orchard Park property would have 
been an «xcellent site for such a fac- 
tory and for additional warehouses. 

We find no fat t to sustain the charge 
that any of the offlcere of the Company 
were guilty of negligence or bad judg- 
ment in the purchase of these proper- 
ties. We regard them as wise Invest- 
medts and believe that the prop0rty 
was fully worth the amount paid, and 
inquiry concerning tbe present value 
of these properties convinces u.*; that 
the Company will not only not lose any 
money on account of either purchase, 
but will make a substantial profit by 
reason of the fact that the value of the 
real estate In this part of the City ot 
Lexington has greatly increased since 
the purchase of these properties. 

Concerning the charge that the olB- 
cers of the Company -were guilty •? 
extravagance in paying $70,000 for the 
warehouse, we find upon investigation 
that bids were obtained from capable 
contractors for the construction of the 
warehoiue. and the Committee let tbe 
work upon tbe best obtainable terms. 
The records of the Company show that 
the investment made in the purchase 
of this property and the construction 
of the warehouse has proven quite 
profitable to the Company. 

VI. 

It is further charged that the Com- 
pany paiil JSOO.oiio for ilie Strater Bros, 
factory plant and cliarKcd that the fair 
market value of this property did not ex- 
ceed $400,000, and that the property had 
been offered for sale at tbat. price short- 
ly before the Burley Tobacco Company 
purch.-ised It. 

It is also charged that the machinery 
and eiiutpment were old an<i antiquated 
and in liad shape and had little value; 
that the Conip iny continued to manufac- 
ture the old brands of tobacco and crea- 
ted and put on the market new brands; 
and that the Company has wastefully 
and corruptly expended large sums of 
ntoney in advertising said brands of to- 
bacco. 

After investigating this charge we 
find that the property was bought as 
reasonably a.'* it could have been, as 
we have sworn evidence to prove that 
other parties were willing to pay the 
same price for It. We find -the ma- 
chinery in good condition and not at 
all antiquated. In our Judgment the 
officers of fha Company acted In good 
faith in advertising the brands of to- 
bailee, and in no sense was there any 
evidence of corruption.

It is further charged that In the man- 
agement of the Strater Hros. factory the 
Company has lost $300,000 and that this 
loss is steadily increasing. 

This Committee has spent several 
days going carefully into every phase 
of the business of the Strater Bros.' 
Factory and informed itself concerning 
the nature and extent of that business 
and the conditipn of the property. We 
have caused Mr. C. W. Danta, of Louis 
ville, Ky., recognized as one of the 
ablest and most reliable accountaj^ts 
in this state, to prepare for us a re- 
Ikort showing the proflt and loss ac- 
count of tl^ factory ever since its pur- 
chase by the Burley Tobacco Company 
up to October 1, 1915. '^e' .flle here- 
with as a part of this report the 
Statement prepared by Mr. Banta. 
This Statement shows that the opers- 
tlon of the factory has resulted in a 
loss to tbe Company, but this losa has 
been gradually decreasing until now 
the <H>erstion of the. factory is show 
ing an actual proflt ip the Company. 
The report oC the last three months 
shows a net proflt of 15,344.34.

It Is further charged that the sum of 
$76,000 has lieen recklessly and fraudu- 
lently squandered in .advertising the 
brands of tobacco; and that tobacco of 
the value of $30,000 lias been fraudulent 
1y given away for tbe purpose of adver- 
tising some of the brands.' 

It is also charged tbat the Company Is 
carrying on Its books a lot of brands of 
tobacco and good will an having a value 
of $200,000; that these tirands and good 
will are imaginary assets and that the 
book entries are fictitious and fraudulent 

We find the factory's output li 
about 1.500.000 pounds. 

We do not find that there was any 
part of the $75,000 used in advertising 
fraudulently spent. 

We find that 130.000 worth ot to- 
bacco was distributed for legitimate 
advertising purposes, hut there is ah 
solutely no truth in the charge that it 

was fraudulently given away. 

We find that the sum of $200,000 was 
expended far certidn bnuidB and good 

will, and that these are not imaginary 
assets, and if this factory conttnnes tn 

operation It is our judgment that these 
brands and good will are proving 
profitable Investment. 

IX. 

It is charged that during the year 1912 
and tbe early part ot the year 1913, the 
officers of the Company for the purpose 

of depleting Its assets placed Incompe 
tent a^'ents on the Lexington. I .ouisvill*; 
and Cincinnati markets an*l ciiu.><ed then 
to purchase 400 hoirslicads of tot>acC' 
which the Company could not use and 
for which' it ha^ no use: that In the win- 
ter of the years 1912 and 1913. 2.200 hogs- 
heads of tobacco were purchased in ad- 
dition to tbe above 400. and the Com- 
pany paid therefor eighteen cents per 
i'oi;:..'; tifht 100 hogsheads was suRlclent 
f ir the Company's needs; that the pur 
( h.ise was reckless .and fraudulent and 
done for the purpose of depleting the 
Company's assets; tbat the officers of the 
Company afterwards, durlng''the summer 
of 1914, sold practically all of this tobac 
CO at a loss of one-third of the original 
cost, and the amount rt.ilized from the 
sale was used to pi . f. r c. rtain i redltors 
whom the President and members of th 
Executive Committee desired to favor 
It is also charged that this tobacco was 
sold to the American Tobacco Company, 
L. Petty Company and R. J. Reynolds 
Tohncco Company for the fr.Tudulent pur- 
pose of favoring the.««o corporations, two 
of which were formerly identified with 
the Trust. 

We have carefully Investigated the 
fkcts concerning the purchase of this 
tobacco. The tobacco crop grown dur- 
ing the season of 1913 and sold during 

the market <;(>a8on of l!tl2 and 1913 
was an unusually tine crop and con- 
tained an unusual amount of high- 
grade tobacco which was especially 
suited for the use of the Company in 
manufacturing Its brand of City Club. 
The managers of the Company antici- 
pated a rapidly increasing demand for 
this brand and believed it was the part 
of good business to purchase a liberal 
quantity of the higher grades of tobac- 
co sold on the market during that sea- 
son. This tobacco was for the most 
part purchased late in the season and 
after March 1, 1913. the buying for the 
Company being held off until that time. 
These same grades of tobacco had sold 
earlier In the season from five to ten 
cents per pound higher than the Hur- 
ley Tobacco Company paid for it, and 
these higher prices were paid by the 
large manufacturing companies some 
of which were formerly members of 
the Tpbacco Trust. Tbe purchase of 
this tolMkCoo was regarded by the offi- 
cers of your Company as wise, and we 
find that the tobaccos which were pur- 
chased were fully worth the prices 
paid at that time. 

While it is iiupo.s.sible to measure in 
dollars and cents the damage to th» 
Company's business growing out of the 
receiverahip suits filed in Covington in 
1912, we think it ti undoubtedly true 
that these suits greatly injured the 
business of the Company and affected 
its sale of manufactured brands of to- 
bacco. The output of the factory did 
not fulfill the expectations of the Com 
pany's officers, but this failure was in 
our opinion due in large part to tbe 
dissensions within the Company and 
the suits atwve mentioned and also to 
the depressed commercisl condition 
which has prevailed everywhere in 
this country for several years. As the 
Company was carrying a large indebt 
edness which was owing to various 
banking institutions, and these institu- 
tions were pressing the Company for 
payment, the Executive Committee 
-Was compelled to sell a lafge portion 
of this tobacco. The tobacco was sold 
at tbe best price obtainable and at Its 
full market value, and any loss w^liich 
was incurred on this tobacco was due 
to the fact that the prices of tobacco 
had considerably dropped since it was 
purchased. The loss to the Company 
frocn this source, including Interest on 
borrowed<money and carrying charges 
amounted to $67,000. 

We do not believe that your officers 
Bhonld be criticised for this losa.. It 
must be remembered tbat the purchase 
of this tobacco by the Burley Tobacco 
Company beli>ed to maintain tbe better 
prices to the* grower, and this tobcuxo 
iUelf was bought directly from the 
grower, who received the benefit ol 
the purchase. 



typa samp«wi. mnea or^ waicn was unfit 
to ba used la the Vtetory; that the Man- 
acer of the Factory complained to the 
l^ealdent and Executive Committee and 
requested tbem to take the matter up 
with Mr. Bsnndwrs aad r eq u es t him to 
refund the dnfereaea betwesif the actual 
^-alue of the tobacco and the purchase 
price: it Is charged that the President, 
the Directors and memt>ers ot the Bx- 
eentive Committee fraudulently refused 
to do so. and that the Masager of the 
tobaeoo factory aftsnratds tndnoed Sann' 
ders to return the sum ol $tJtt per han 
dred, whereas the real loss was $6 per 
hundred pounds, making a net loss to 
the Company of $8.S0 on IM.OM pounds 
of tobacco. 

We, the Committee, went to Flem 
ingsburg and Investigated this charge 
thoroughly. We placed all the officers 
of the warehouse under oath, took 
their sworn statements, and thf affl 
davits are filed with this answer. We 
found that it was untrue |li«t the maB» 
hers of the Executive Committee con- 
nived at or flraudnlently conspired 
with this man to accoi^plish the sale 

of this tobacco at an excessive price, 
and that the Executive Committee and 
olBcers of the Barley Tobacco Com- 
pany had nothbig whatever to do with 
the transaction. It developed that this 
tobacco was sold by Mr. Saunders to 
Mr. Preston, of the Factory, by sample, 
and «pon complaint being made by Mr, 
Preston to Mr. Saunders that the to- 
bacco did not come up to sample, that 
matter was adjusted satisfactorily to 
Mr. Preston by claim for reclamation, 
as is customary in such cases, and Mr. 
Preston so testified under oath. Wo 
further found that this tobacco was 
purchased by Mr. Saunders in 1911 be. 
fore the opening of the Burley loose- 
leaf market at Flemingsburg, and was 
sold by him privately to Mr. Preston, 
the Superintendent of the factory, in 
November. 1912. It Is our opinion that 
there was no fraud upon the part oC 
any one in the entire traasactkm.

Mr. C. W. Banta. of Louis- 
ville, and we took the sworn testimony 
of all those who might have been con* 
nected with the transaction In regard 
to It. and find that there Is no truth 
in the charge.

It is chargred that I>eRiis purchased 
larfre quantities of tolmcco for himself

operation of the Strater Bros.' Factory, 
we have also caused to made a flnan 
cial report covering the entire btisincss 
of the company, including the factory 
plant at Louisville. This statement, 
which is the result of an expert exam- 
ination of the books of tbe Company, 
shows the Company to he to good, 
healthy financial condition. We find 
that the properties of tbe Company 
arc bcinpr carefully preserved, and that 
instead of-^ts assets being dissipated 
or wasted, they are being conserva- 
tively managed, and tbe reports filed 
herewith show that , the Company Is 
pow ngaking a proflt in all ot its de- 
partments.

In conclusion, this Committee de- 
plores greatly the existence of any dis- 
sension or dlssatisteetlon among the 

stockholders. V^e condemn tbe Insti- 
tution of the present suit for a dissolu- 
tion of the Company. The wholesale 
charges of fraud made in that suit, wei 
find are not borne out by the facts, and' 
they constitute in our Judgment a 
wreckless slander upon officers ot 
this Company. The Buitoy Tftbaooo 
Company can perform a valuable serv. 
Ice for the growers of Burley Tobacco 
in Kentucky and elsewhere if the 
stockholders and the growers gener- 
ally will give to it their cordial sup- 
port and patronize tbe Company by 
purchasing Its brands of tobacco In- 
stead of buying the tobaceo aannfai^ 
tured by the companies fonnerly con- 
nected with the Tobaeoo Trust. We 
are satisfied that the>e 'wiU be a great 
future for this Company and within a 
short time it will be possible to de- 
clare a dividend on the stock. Tbe 
ofilcers of tl^ Company should have 
the loyal support of every stockholder, 
aai we ag^eal to the stockholders to 
do all they can towards discouraging 
snnoyiikg and expensive suits against 
the Company which have no founda- 
tion in fact.

USES FOR TOMATOES. 

RIPE Tomato Preserves.— Ripe to- 
matoes for preserving sboold 
have the skins removed by hav- 
ing them plunged for a few minutes 
into boiling water. Cover eight pounds 
of ripe fruit, cut in halves or lu quar- 
ters, with seven pounds of granulated 
sugar, and set aside overnight In the 
morning a sirup will be ftmned. Put 
tbis oil to boil untU It Is clear, skim- 
ming off the foam wliicta rises. This 
ddmming is necessary In order to have 
a transparent simp and most be done, 
of course, tai all sngar simps. Now 
pnt In the tomatoes and let tbem sim- 
mer for tweqty minntes or sa Then 
drain 'tbem out and pack Into Jars 
which have been carefully stoUbed. 
Then let the simp contlnne to boil nn- 
tU It IB rich and thick. Jost b^re 
taking out add to tbe hot sirup the 
Jnlce of three or four lemons, depend- 
ing on tbe size of the lemons, the pro- 
pordou being aboat one lemon to every 
two poimds of preserves. Don't add 
the rind. Now ponr tbe simp over tbe 
fralt In tbe jars and seaL Caps and 
coven, of course, sboold be sterlUiei 
aa wtax as tbe Jars. ' 

Oreen Tomato Preserves.— Small, nni- 
form sized green tomatoes make tbe 
best looking preserves for tUs, and 
they are most attractive when cook- 
ed witboat being either peeled or cot 
np. To eight pounds of fmlt meas- 
ured into tbe preserving kettle add 
seven pounds of sugar apd a little 
cold water. If yon don't 'want a pre- 
serve that Is very sweet and very rich 
you may add water. enough to cover. 
Add also three or four lemons cul in 
slices, peel and aII, except seeds, and 
let the preserves boll gently for about 
three hours. An ounce -of preserv^ 
ginger and a teaapoonful of ground 
mace may be added. This must not 
cook too fast: one must simmer it very 
gently. Pack in sterilized Jars. 

Tomatoes With Sauce.— Cut in rath- 
er tliick slices without peeling, then 
roll them in flour and fry in butter, 
saldng and peppering them as you 
fry. Turn with a griddle cake turner, 
and when both sides arc done take out 
and lay on a hot platter. Now pour 
milk slowly on the flour left in the 
pan, stir continually to prevent lumps, 
brown and pour the satice this made 
over the tomatoes and serve. 




THE TRUSTY BEAN. 

tEXTIL SOI T.- Lentils, we are told, 
^ contuin morenutrinicnt than meat. 
Scientists and vegetarians unite lu 
Jflving the homely little lentil a very 
high cliaracter as an article of diet. 
This makes It uii excellent basis for a 
soup malgre, and no ujeat or stock U 
really ueces«ary for the following soiip: 
I'ry a large onion (cut In riiigs) and 
a large toi.iato (cut In slices) In drii>- 
I'ing. I'ut a cuipful of lentils In a 
quart of ln.t water ami boll rapidly. 
Add the fried onion and tomato. To 
the meltiil <irippiug left in the frying 
pan add a tablespoonful of flour, stir 
up. add water, boil and then add to 
the lentil soup. Flavor It well with 
salt and pepper, boil for one and a half 
or two hours and press it all through 
a sieve to make a puree. It goes 
through the sieve <inite ea.sily, and this 
soup has an additional merit in the 
fact that it is cpiite quickly (irepared. 

I.entll Salad. — An extra nice .salad Is 
made by taking one cupful of cooked 
nnd chilltHl lentils, ii dessertspoonful of 
onion jni. e. six olives cliop|>ed fine and 
one tablespoonful of ca[>ers also chop- 
ped. Mix together with six tablespoon- 
fuls of mayonuaLse .-ind s!>r\ e on shred- 
ded lettuce or with celery cut small. 

Rean Porridge. — Take the liquor that 
corned beef has been boiled in nnd be 
sure that It U not too salt. Tut a cup- 
ful and a half of nieulum sized beans 
in llcjuor and let them boil slowly un- 
til soft, liiil niit long enough to lose 
tlieir sha|>e: then aild a pint of huiied 
com and boil half an hour. When 
ready to serve thicken with oorameal 
to suit tflste. 

I.ima lU-ans.— Use a (piart of freshly 
shellfKl lima l)eans and parboil them 
In saltiMl « ater for twenty minutes. 
Then place them in fresh, cool water, 
after draiinne. .Again drain them and 
put In a sanrei>an with a lump of but- 
ter and nutmeg to taste. C<K)k f»>r live 
minutes, tossing well, moisten with 
cream, add a little chopped parsley, 
mi.T well together mid serve.

Text of the Lsssen, 11 Kings vi, 8-17. 
Memory Verses, 16^ 17 — Golden Text, 
P«. xxxiv, 7 — Commentary Prepared 

by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

In last wi'ok's lessou the conduct of 
ElLshii, the luiui uf iiml. was truly 
grand as he made it mauifcst that he 
did Indeed stand before the living 
God, not cringing to uor fawning upon 
any luini.-in ^roatness nor seeking any- 
thing iruu any one but the Lord alone. 
His covetous lying servant «ould not 
understand it and brought upon him- 
self the leprosy of Naaman, '"Take 
heed, and beware ,of covetonsness,'* 
for "covetonsness ia UMa/trj" (Lake 
xli, 15; CoL ill; B). 

The opoiing verses of oar lesson 
chapto: tell of EUsha goinff with the 
sons of the imphets to Jordan to ob- 
tain material to enlarge their dwelling, 
which' had become too strait for them. 
We are not told what school this was, 
bat probably the one at Jericho, for 
that was neaitet to Jordan, and pw^ 
haps the same yoong men who search- 
ed in vain three days for Elijah. It 
looks as if there was an increase In the 
nnmber of stndeata. and if so It may 
bare been bectmse of the translation 
at Elijah. Tlila I de know that the 
truths concerning the coming of Christ 
and associated eventa always lead to 
taicrease of interest lo Bible stady. 
The lost ax recovered by a bit of tree 
cast into the water, which made the 
iron swim, makes me think of the tree 
which made the waters of Marah to 
lose their bitterness (Ex. xv, 25) and 
of Him who is the tree of life, who 
alone can recover the lost or sweeten 
blttw waters. 

In our present lesson tbte king of 
ISsrael was delivered several times from 
the king of Syria because of the time- 
ly warnings of Elisba, so that the king 
of Syria believed that be had a traitor 
in his army who was a friend of the 
king of IsraeL He called his servants 
to inQuire which of them It was who 
revealed his plans to the king of Isra- 
eL It «ras thas that he learned that 
there was no traitor among his people, 
but that there was a prophet in Isra- 
el Who conid .tell his king everything, 
even tbe w«Mda be spoke in secret 
(vmses 8-12). % 

Then the king of Syria determined 
to capture Blisha and sent horses and 
chariots, a great host, who. came by 
night and compassed the city of Do- 
tban. where Blisha was (verses 13, 14) 
In the morning Elisba's servant, see- 
ing this great host, was filled with 
fear, and^naid. "Alas, my master, how 
shall we do?" Ellsha calmly replied^ 
"Fear not. for they that be with ns 
are more than they that be with 
.them" (verses 15. Elisba conid 

make tbe words of David Us own, 
"Though an host should encamp against 
me my heart slull not fear" (Ps. zxvii. 
8). . He could say with Paul. "If God 
be for ns who can be against usT" 
(Rom. vili. 31.) Ob. the; rest of such 
confidence in Ood, the victory of such 
a consciousness of the nnaeoi! BCoses 
endured as seeing Him who is Invisi- 
ble. David also realized in a remark- 
able degree the presence of tbe Lord. 

Our I»rd Jesus when he was here 
was ministered to by the angels and 
said that He could have legions of 
thorn for the asking. As Ellsha en- 
deavored to quiet his servant he said. 
"Lord. I pray thee, open his eyes that 
he may see." And the young man saw 
the mountain full of horses and chari- 
ots of tire round about Ellsha (verse 
17). Oh. for such a sight of unseen 
realities! But then comes the word. 
"Blessed nre they that have not seen, 
yet have believed." "We walk by 
faith, not by sight" (John ST. 20; II 
Cor. v, 7). 1 <lo believe that the an- 
gels (not our friends who have died) 
are ministering to the redeemed on the 
earth, the heirs of salvation (Ileb. 1. 
141. I often say to my people and to 
the classes that 1 know that I have 
two congregations, those whom I see 
and the iuvisililc angels who desire to 
look Into the things of Which we 
speak (1 Pet. 1. 12). 

As the Syrians <%me to take Elisba 
he said. "Ixjnl, I pray Thee smite this 
people with blindues.s," aud He did so. 
Then Ellsha said to them, "Follow me 
and I wll) bring you to the man whom 
ye seek" (verses 18, 10). for it was 
really the king of Israel whom they 
were seeking. They only wanted the 
prophet because he was hindering 
them from getting the king of Israel. 
Having brought them to the man they 
wanted, he said. "I>ord. open the eyes 
of these men that they may see." and, 
their e.ves being opened, they found 
themselves in Samaria in tbe presence 
of the king of Israel. .\t the sugges- 
tion of Ellsha he preftarcd great jiro- 
vlslon for them, and when 4hey had 
eaten and drunk he sent them away 
to their master. So the bands of Syria 
came no more into tbe land of Israel 
(verses 'JO '2'i). 

It was certainly hopeless to think of 
accomplishing anything against a pow- 
er that could so control them, and such 
kludness from one who could so easily 
have slain them all was too much for 
them. Such treatment from a people 
so remarkably protected by a prophet 
of the Lord completely subdued them. 
It looks like a great moral conquest. 
In chapter vii we see more of the 
power of Oo<l Jn causing the host of 
the Syrians to hear n noise of chariots 
and horses and to tlee for their lives, 
leaving everyrhliig beh.inil them. 

"The wicked flee when no man pur- 
fucth." .Nothing too hard for the Lord.

Tell them that it is necessary for them 
to create the demand in your city, 
among your customers, for their line 6' 
goods; otherwise you cannot push their 
line in preference to those manufactur 
ers or jobbers who io create this de- 
mand. 

Tell them the best way to ereua the 
demand is to advertise in the local 
newspapers, that your .customers read 
the newspapers published here: that 
you yourself advertise in them; and 
that you are not willing to spend your 
money to make their particular brands 
popular in this town and later ha^a 
them, take the line away froqa you and 
give it to your competitor. 

Tell them that yourfavm^ the goods 
which are advertised in yonr local

It was a sayins of Proebel's that the 
character of a ^naa or woman la fixed 
at six years of age, thus putting the 
formative period very early in the de- 
velopment of the child. 

Most mothers do not believe this dic- 
tum or ignore it, as they intrust their 
children to nurses more during those 
Qrst six years than at any other time. 
There are, bowerer, an Increasing 
numt>er of women who reaUze tliat 
good habits are more easily formed and 
good Impressions more easily made In 
very early cbUdttopd than later on. 8o 
now careful mothers are arranging to 
suiiemse as thoroughly as possible tbe 
nuraerles of their babies and to take 
an active Share In tte traki&iK^of the 
little ones. 

One modem motber, tboosb possess- 
ed of ample meana, tefnsea to employ 
a regular nurse. She takes entire 
charge of ber two little chOdreD. a girl 
of fonr and a Iwy of two. This is not 
the result of theory oa ber part, bat 
an ontgro'wth from bero'wn expoience. 
Brought up In a InzorkNis Iionseb^ld, 
waited on '^nd and foot** by an at- 
tentive nnrse. sbe was suddenly sent 
off to boarding acbool at tbe asia of 
fourteen. 

"I shall never forget." sbe says, "tey 
terrible m<Mtificatlon at not l>elng able 
to dress myself properly or even to 
comb my own lialr. I 'need to cry my- 
self to sleep at night and dread cet- 
ting, up m the naming to encounter 
that awful problem of gettins neatly 
Info my clothes." . 

Determined that her children sttall 
never be helpless, sbe lias taught these 
little mites to look after tbemsehres 
in quite a wonderful way. 

Some years ago Poscb bad a plctnre 
of two small boys sad a yoimg lady 
asking one of them. "How old la your 
little friend. Tommy V To which ^om- 
my replies. "1 do not know, bat 1 tbink 
he must be inretty old. because b» can 
blow his own noseT' 

Judged by this standard, the boy of 
two referred to above would be "pretty 
old." while the girl would be positively 
aged. It has takeu an lufluity of pa- 
tience to get these children to the point 
of efBciency which they now enjoy, but 
it has certainly paid the mother for 
all ber trouble. It Is much easier to 
take a child and dress it than It Is to 
sit by and see It fumble itself Into Its 
garments. These two children are still 
bathed in the tub. but otherwise, as 
the Scotch say. they "sort" themselves. 

There are many practical details to 
be considered in such work. Clothes 
must be made simple, so as to offer as 
few difficulties to little Qngers as may 
be. Tbe faucets iu the bathroom are 
not only an obstacle to a child, but also 
a temptation to play with water and 
mess clean frocks, so a wnabing ap- 
l>aratus must be arranged. 

The particular mother whose meth- 
ods are quoted above obtained a Idn- 
dcrgarteu table such as that on which 
the children play their games. It has 
the advantage of being exactly tbe 
right height and at the same time of 
L>elng both solid and stable. Painted 
white this answered for a waslistand. 
Then came the question of utensils. 
Stoneware was too heavv, and chlnn 
though light enough to be easily han- 
dled, was quickly broken by Inexpert 
little hands. 

Tbe auswer to tlUs problem came 
from enameled waee^" which .is made 
nowadays in a number of attractive 
colors. Pretty enameled basins and 
pitchers, not too large to be lifted even 
wben full, make implements tlia chil- 
dren can safely manage. Soap dish, 
toothbrush mug and slop pail complete 
the outfit. Nothing can be broken, 
nothing is heavy, and yet all is clean, 
fresh and inviting. 

The little girl worked her initials on 
her little face cloths in cross stitch, 
and "brother" will do the same when 
sufficiently^ advanced. Supper is al- 
ways eaten in the nursery, and these 
tots set their own table, another kin 
dergarten table, and tbetr table .nten- 
sUs are also enameled ware in attrac- 
tive colors, so that cups and saucers, 
plates and pitchers can be manipulated 
without risk. 

They are very earnest about this 
task of setting table, and woe betide 
tbe ctiild whose dishes ^re net set in 
tbe proper order by the waitress or 
waiter of the day! 

Visitors say, "How cunning, how 
clever the dear little things are!" but 
not one in a dozen realises the work 
and tbe patience that are put in the 
training.

IN' a uinnbcr of cities In the state there are dispenie^M ViMW tbOH^ who 
do not feel well may go for au accurate medical ina|i#otiea. Th^fW dis- 
pensaries are luaintained particularly to afford facilities tar ths tlS I"*"" - 
tion of cousuiniitlvcs or those who suspect themseivea of havlnc tsbercu- 
losls. Till- visitiii- nurses In tlioir i\)unds of the city direct rundoWB people 
to the dispensary for examination by the physicians. 

The first step in the esamlnation is to take the height and weight of the 
patient and to learn many other simple fact.s about the case. This work is 
done by the nurse, and the physician then ni«kes a cairful examination of the 
case. Where ttib<>rculosls Is found tin; patient Is induced to return at regular 
intervals to the dispensary, and the nurses visit the patients as often as poa- 
aible In their luimcs. 

A dispensary nt every county seat in Kentm ky affording facilities for the 
careful exaniinatinn of siispc tod consmnptlves under the supervision of ex- 
perienced iihysiciaiis and nurses would result In the djseovery of thousands 
of cases at the early stage, when, with proper treatment, they could be re- 
stored to a reasonable decree of health. Consumptives ordinarily do not go to 
the idiysi< Ian till they are too far advanced for successful treatment. Con- 
eeijuently there should be visiting nurses in every county to search out the 
sick in their homes and bring tlicin in touch with the physicians, either in 
dispensaries or nt the do<-tor's offlre. .Vhoiit Kentncklans die annually 

of tuliorculosis. Not a sin;rle one of these deaths is necessary. Birt this death 
rate will keep up until there are proper provisions for finding consumptives 
in the early stage of the disease, and the (lisj)ensary, the visiting nurse and 
the health 'iiticer, who tin out and look for the sick, comprise the most suc- 
cessful or;;aidzati(.n for the discovery and prevention of tuliechloaia.
